The  District  rises  from  the  sea-level  in  the  south  to  heights 
of  950  feet  in  the  north.  About  one-tenth  is  limestone  with  a  sub¬ 
soil  of  samel,  with  soil  sufficient  to  grow  pasturage  for  grazing. 
Another  tenth  is  peaty  with  a  mixture  of  clay,  covered  with  light 
peaty  soil  suitable  for  root  or  grain  crops.  Two-fifths  is  blue 
rock  with  coverings  similar  to  that  of  the  limestone  area.  The 
remainder  is  half  hard  land  with  a  moderate  depth  of  soil  and  sub¬ 
soil,  and  a  mixture  of  rock  and  glacier  boulders.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water. 

There  are  storage  reservoirs  at  the  following  places  — 
Lupton,  supplying  water  to  the  Arnside  and  Milnthorpe  Area. 
Levens,  supplying  water  to  Levens  Area. 

Langclales,  supplying  water  to  the  Langclale  Area. 

Potter  Fell,  supplying  water  to  Burneside  Area. 

Ghyll  Head,  supplying  water  to  Undermillbeck  Area. 

Casterton,  Barbon,  and  Natland  supply  their  respective  villages. 
Burton  is  supplied  direct  from  the  Manchester  Corporation  supply 
from  Thirlmere. 

These  supplies  are  usually  sufficient  except  in  very  dry 
seasons,  and  are  constant. 

Additional  reservoir  storage  has  recently  been  made  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Lupton  supply,  which  will  probably  do  away  with  the 
necessity  of  obtaining  water  by  meter  from  the  Manchester  Cor¬ 
poration  Works,  in  the  case  of  a  prolonged  drought.  The 
quality  of  the  water  is  good ;  there  is  no  plumb-solvent  action. 
The  Levens  supply  is  hard.

The  remainder  of  the  District  is  dependent  upon  streams  and 
shallow  wells,  the  quality  of  which  is  moderate  and  the  quantity 
not  nearly  sufficient.  Lyth  and  Witherslack  are  perhaps  the 
most  unfortunate  in  this  respect. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  has  been  considerable  pollution  of  the  River  Kent  from 
the  Paper  Mills  at  JBowston,  Burneside,  and  Beetham.  At  the 
two  former  places  large  settling  tanks  are  in  course  of  construc¬ 
tion,  and  there  is  much  improvement.  Nothing  is  being  done  at 
Beetham. 

The  Woollen  Mill  at  Mealbank  causes  much  pollution  to  the 
River  Mint ;  here,  too,  no  remedy  is  being  undertaken.  I  he 
effluent  from  the  Milnthorpe  sewage  tanks  leaves  much  to  be 
desired. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

This  is  effected  generally  by  cesspools  or  by  land  irrigation, 
except  in  a  few  instances  where  villages  are  sewered ;  sewage 
disposal  works  exist  at  Milnthorpe,  Burton,  Casterton,  Langdale, 
Staveley  and  Holme,  and  consist  of  septic  tanks  and  depositing 
tanks,  with  downward  filtration.  At  Burton  there  are  aerobic 
filters.  A  portion  of  Arnside  sewage  is  discharged  directly  into 
the  sea  at  a  distance  below  the  village.  A  new  sewerage  system 
is  being  arranged  at  Holme. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  593  water  closets  and  3,595  privies.  During  war 
period  there  were  no  conversions,  and  in  1919  there  were  3. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  Authority  at  Arnside,  Milnthorpe, 
Burton,  Holme,  Hugill,  Natland,  Staveley,  Scalthwaiterigg,  and 
Dillicar.  The  efficiency  is  moderate  to  good.  At  other  places  it 
is  done  by  Owners  and  Occupiers. 

House  refuse  is  also  removed  by  the  Authority  at  Barbon, 
Langdale,  Levens,  Kentrigg,  Strickland  Ketel,  and  Storth. 

There  has  been  much  difficulty  in  getting  this  work  done 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  manual  and  other  labour.  The  material 
is  disposed  of  by  placing  it  on  the  land  or  on  tips. 
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Any  receptacle  emptied  is  disinfected  with  disinfecting"  powder. 
There  are  60  ashbins  in  the  District,  and  no  conversions  have 
been  made  from  ashpits  to  ashbins  during  recent  years. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District. 

Ihere  have  been  324  inspections  carried  out,  and  the  defects 
and  nuisances  found  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  Inspector’s  Report 
which  is  appended.  Ihere  were  48  Statutory  Notices  served  and 
241  Informal  ones.  Many  of  these  referred  to  work  which  should 
have  been  done  prior  to  the  War.  Many  difficulties  have  to  be 
faced  in  remedying  defects  owing  to  the  high  price  of  labour  and 
materials  and  the  shortage  of  available  labour,  so  that  little  has 
been  accomplished  beyond  minor  improvements.

Schools. 

The  sanitary  aconditions  and  water  supplies  of  the  elementary 
schools  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory  :  there  is  a  shortage  of  water 
in  some  places  when  an  abnormally  dry  season  occurs. 

There  were  14  school  closures  on  account  of  Influenza,  Measles, 
Mumps,  Whooping-Cough,  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

Whenever  a  serious  epidemic  occurs,  a  general  inspection  of 
all  school  children  is  made. 

FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops,  have  been  inspected  from 
time  to  time,  but  not  systematically. 
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There  are  144  Milk  Sellers  on  the  Register,  an  increase  of 
one  on  the  previous  year. 

The  supply  is  fairly  good,  and  the  arrangements  for  distribu¬ 
tion  are  satisfactory. 

No  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  tuberculous  milk. 

*  The  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations  are  under  the  control  of 

the  Police  as  also  the  sale  of  Food  and  Drug«s  Act.  Two  vendors 
of  adulterated  milk  were  prosecuted,  and  they  were  fined  £2  8s.  od.

'there  has  been  no  unsound  food  discovered.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for 
sale  has  been  good,  and  no  action  had  to  be  taken  in  respect  10 
them. 

Bakehouses  and  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  well  kept. 

One  carcase  of  beef  wras  condemned  for  tuberculosis. 

There  is  Bee  access  to  all  Slaughter  Houses,  and  notification  is 
made  immediately  by  Butchers  where  any  diseased  carcase  -s 
found.

DISEASE. 


OVER  INFECTIOUS 


There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  from  July  to  November  : 
the  type  of  the  disease  wras  mild,  and  only  one  death  occurred. 

From  September  to  December  there  was  a  large  amount  of 
Scarlet  fever,  chiefly  at  Holme  and  Heversham,  and  a  number  of 
cases  in  Districts  bordering  on  them.  The  general  type  was  mild, 
and  five  children  were  found  attending  school  in  a  desquamating 
condition.  There  were  no  deaths  arising  from  this  cause,  nor  any 
“  Return  Cases.” 

There  were  fourteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported,  of  which 
eight  occurred  in  two  houses;  the  mortality  from  this  cause  was 
two. 

A  supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  kept  'at  the  Borough 
Police  Station,  Kendal,  where  it  can  be  obtained  at  any  hour  of  the 
day  or  night. 
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There  were  no  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  in  April  and  May,  but  the  type  of  the 
disease  was  not  as  severe  as  that  of  the  previous  Autumn. 

The  mortality  was  12. 

The  Diseases  notifiable  under  the  Regulations  of  7th  January, 
1919,  have  not  been  very  numerous.  All  the  Malaria  cases  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  on  Service  abroad. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  were  36  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  2  of  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  notified;  and  23  of  these  received  Institutional  treat¬ 
ment. 

Deaths  from  Pulmonary  form  amounted  to  12  and  from  other 
forms  2. 

Notification  by  Medical  Practitioners  has  been  efficient. 

School  intimations  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been  largely 
utilised,  as  also  have  bacteriological  aids  in  suitable  cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  work  and  that  of  Venereal  Diseases  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Countv  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

No  Primary  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  per¬ 
formed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small-pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  locally  contracted  Anthrax  or 
Rabies.

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

1 .  Staff. 

There  is  i  Inspector  and  i  Assistant  Inspector,  both  employed 
whole  time  and  fully  qualified  :  they  are  also  engaged  in  housing 
work. 

2.  Hospital  Accommodation, 

for  Infectious  Disease  is  provided  at  the  Kendal  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  for  Small-pox  at  the  Kendal  Small-pox  Hospital 
situated  three  miles  outside  the  Town.  The  accommodation  is 
generally  sufficient,  though  occasionally  there  is  some  congestion. 

The  administration  is  good,  and  there  is  a  good  disinfecting 
plant.

The  Combined  Districts  of  Westmorland  have  established 
local  Laboratories  at  Kendal  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 
examinations,  and  these  have  been  in  operation  since  August. 
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Prior  to  that  date,  examinations  were  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratories,  at  Manchester. 

The  Laboratories  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  They  are  proving  of  great  service,  and  are 
being  utilised  more  and  more. 

Examinations  for  South  Westmorland  made  during  the  latter 
five  months  of  the  year  numbered  9. 

Most  of  the  examinations  are  for  Diphtheria  and  Water,  and 
a  few  for  Tubercle  bacilli.  The  examinations  for  this  latter  is 
generally  done  at  the  Westmorland  Consumption  Sanatorium,  but 
where  an  immediate  result  is  desired,  it  is  done  locally.

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Overcrowding. 

There  is  a  certain  amount  of  overcrowding,  but  not  to  a 
serious  extent,  due  to  the  size  of  families  and  soldier  sons  married 
who  are  unable  to  get  accommodation  elsewhere. 

No  measures  can  be  taken  to  overcome  this  till  more  houses 
are  built. 

Three  Informal  Notices  were  issued  during  the  year.

Fitness. 

The  condition  of  the  bulk  of  the  houses  is  good ;  the  defects 
chiefly  found  consist  of  ground  damp,  general  dampness,  insuffi¬ 
cient  ventilation  and  light  and  small  defects  in  drainage. 

Minor  remedies  have  been  effected  by  means  of  Informal 
Notices  followed  by  Statutory  Orders  where  necessary. 

The  chief  difficulties  have  arisen  on  account  of  high  prices 
for  repairs  in  the  case  of  low  rented  houses  and  the  scarcity  of 
manual  labour. 

The  water  supply  presents  much  difficulty  and  is  often  im¬ 
possible,  owing  to  the  rateable  value  not  being  sufficiently  high 
to  carry  the  necessary  charges. 

Unhealthy  Areas. 

There  are  no  extensive  areas  that  can  be  included  under  this 
heading,  and  no  action  has  been  taken  nor  any  complaints  made 
during  the  year. 

Bye-Laws. 

The  existing  Bye-Laws  work  well,  and  there  is  no  need  for 
revision,  but  an  extension  of  their  operation  to  wider  areas  is  under 
consideration.

Improvements  in  Sewerage. 

At  Holme  Messrs.  Wm.  Goodacre  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  laying 
down  a  new  sewerage  system  of  pipes  and  tanks  for  the  sewerage 
of  that  part  of  the  village  near  Holme  Mills,  abolishing  the  ex¬ 
isting  privies  and  constructing  outdoor  Water  Closets  and  pro¬ 
viding  Ashbins  for  each  house. 

On  the  East  side  of  the  Canal  at  Holme  the  Council  are 
arranging  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  and  septic  tank  for  the 
drainage  of  all  the  houses  on  the  east  side  of  the  Canal,  and  Messrs. 
Goodacre  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  will  abolish  the  existing  privies  and 
construct  outdoor  Water  Closets,  and  provide  Ashbins  at  the  23 
houses  owned  by  them. 

Bakehouses. 

These  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time  and  found  satis¬ 
factory. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

Inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  the  pre¬ 
mises  have  been  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses. 

One  only  in  the  District— at  Milnthorpe — which  has  been 
visited  on  several  occasions  and  everything-  has  been  in  order. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

1  he  Staveley  Wood  Turning  Co.  have  converted  privies  to 
pail  closets  and  provided  separate  accommodation  for  women  at 
their  Mill. 

Inspections  have  been  made  and  2  workshops  have  been  found 
which  were  not  kept  in  a  cleanly  state.  These  were  remedied 
immediately  upon  notice  to  the  occupiers. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. 

There  has  been  one  additional  milk  seller  placed  on  the 
Register,  making  a  total  on  the  Register  of  144. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. 

There  are  about  3,595  Privies  and  593  Water  Closets. 

House  Refuse,  &c.,  Remoatal. 

The  Council  undertake  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  Privies, 
&c.,  at  Arnsicle,  Burton,  Dillicar,  Holme,  Hugill,  Milnthorpe, 
Natland,  Nether  Staveley,  Over  Staveley,  and  Scalthwaiterigg. 

House  Refuse  is  removed  at  Barbon,  Langdale,  Levens, 
Kentrigg,  Strickland  Ketel,  and  Storth,  Beetham. 

At  other  places  the  emptying  and  removal  is  done  by  the 
owners  and  occupiers. 

During  the  year  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  carrying 
out  the  work  owing  to>  the  want  of  sufficient  manual  and  team 
labour. 

It  was  very  difficult  to  get  anyone  to  enter  into  a  Contract 
because  of  the  fact  that  before  the  end  of  the  term  ordinary  prices 
for  manual  and  team  labour  might  have  advanced  considerably. 

At  Arnside  the  Council  terminated  the  Contract  on  November 
1st  although  the  term  was  not  completed  owing  to  the  inability 
of  the  Contractor  to  perform  the  work.  The  work  is  now  being 
carried  out  by  the  day.  At  Natland  the  same  thing  occurs,  no 
one  will  enter  into  a  Contract,  therefore  the  work  is  done  by  the 
day.
